"Shall Ireland then be free?" 

The Prime Minister of England has 
announced that the canae of home rule 
ia dead, and that there ia ao poaalUlity 
ol ita revival. He condeaMd OtatMone 
for having ever taken up that cause, hut 
he has said nothing of the dealings of his 
own colleague, Lord Carnarvon, with 
yfemallon that very question of home 
ml*. I ooold tell aome intereating things 
•bout that chaptar of history, too, but 
my only concern at present Is to call 
attention to Lord Salisbury's prediction 
about home rule, in order that it may not 
be forgotten wlu-n tlie day comes when ii 
shall be proven false, says Justin McCar- 
thy in the New York Journal. 

The first Una. which I have taken aa 
the title for this artide. bdooga to the 
refrain dapotm whidi waavwyptqw- 
lar in Ireland during the movement o( '48 
and since, and is itself a translation from 
an old Irish song. I am glad to have an 
opportunity of expressing my opinion as 
to the future of Ireland— whether Ireland 
will ever be free. My own firm convic- 
tion ia that Ireland is destined to be free, 
that is, to bare all which ia necessary to 
eonadtnte the freedom ol a people. One 
oT the great developtmcns of oiodtni 
political life is the recognition of the doc- 
trine of nationalities, the doctrine which 
teaches that every nationality is happiest 
and best ordered according as it is allowed 
the freedom to develop iU own highest 
gifts and capacities, material, intellectual 
and moral, in ita own way. 

On this principle the UpiM atirtes of 
*-A«lMei art hCM togetbdr.^'fcni part 
of one great 'republic, each State mau- 
ling its own local affairs for itself, and 
an combining to legislate for the great 
interests which are common to all. On 
this principle Canada has b«tn governed 
ainoe bet labellion at tbe opmdag of 
Queen Victoria's reign ooatpelled the at< 
teation of the Bngliah public and Parlia- 
ment to her miserable condition, and a 
sudden light of inspiration enabled the 
Government to intrust the ordering of 
her future arrangements to a man of 
genius, Lord Durham, who set up the 
homa rule ayatem there, and thus found- 
ad Iha pHMpmoa, Qoatantfd and loyal 
Dominion of Canada. 

The same principle has msde tbe Ans- 
tralasian Colonies what they are, the 
stioii);, prospering, self-ruling States of a 
great l.inpire. It has always lieen to me 
a matter of wonder how intelligent Eng- 
lish public men on either side of the 
political Held can still shut their eyes to 
tbe fact that this is the principle that 
must be applied to IreUnd, if Inland is 
ever to be a strangth and not a weakness, 
a companion and not an enemy, to Eng- 
land. I do not believe that there is in 
the heart of Ireland any passionate yearn- 
ing for an absolute and lonely independ- 
•noaof aamall Atlantic island, severed 
from political connection with any other 
State system. Half an ordinary lifetime 
has passed away aiace John Bright dc- 
claretl that Inland would be happy, coo- 
tented and prosperous if she could only 
be loosed from her moorings in the .At- 
lantic and l)ecome a State of the great 
American republic. 

I am coavinoad that Ireland now 
WMild bacoma pcoaperoua and happy if 
only she wera allowed to be a sclf-gov 
eming member of tbe Brltiah Bmpin. 
Nothing less will ever content her, and I 
am ready to say that, according to my 
deliberate conviction, nothing leas ought 
to content her. She can never become 
a mere -English province, ruled from 
Westminster. The history, tbe traditions, 
tha ways of the two peoples, the English 
and tbe Iriab, are taeaidihata adodt of 
tbair fnaton into eaa a yat sai ol adadnia- 
tntioa. Moreover, then ia a aagie ia 
the principle of self-government wbidi 
brings out all that is wisest, most just 
and most progressive in the intellects of 
peoples, and we find this fact illustrated 
all through the history of the civilized 
world. 

This, then, is tbe freedom which I be 
lieve IreUnd is destined to eajoy, and 
without which I maintein that she onght 
not to be satisfied. Her atUinment of it 
la only, according to my strong belief, a 
qaestionof time, and possibly even of 
accident. I am more anxious to express 
my opinions on this subject because 
tv^body who knows anything about 
me, and I hope I am known to a good 
many people in the United Stotaa, must 
know that I am not a fanatical and irre> 
condlable extremist, who admlU no 
possible char.ce of a genuine nnion be- 
tween England and Ireland. I have 
lived too long in England not to have a 
strong faith in the ultimate success of 
any cause which makes its apoeal to 
the intelligence, the good sense and the 
manhood of the great majority of the 
RngUab people. I feel satisfied that, in

period Of raaetloa ia itaaif daatinad to 

pass bvray and to be reacted npon, and 
then the claims of Ireland to be allowed 
to manage her domestic affairs for herself 
will once again find thorough recognition 
from the whole Liberal party, and will 
begin to g't recognition from the Con- 
servative party aa well. 

If I bad tbe authority to atote the case 
of Ireland, my atataneet «f H would be 
that Ireland demands the right of admin- 
stering her domestic affairs herself, and 
is ready, on that condition, ta seiui her 
representatives into the Imperial I'arlia- 
ment at Westminster to speak for her on 
dll questions that concern the common 
intereste of the empire. The time csn 
not be far off when all reaaonable Bng- 
lishnea wiU begin to saa that only thus, 
and not otherwise, can any true solatioo 
be obtained for the troublous problem 
which has so long perplexed the states- 
manship of the two countries. Why any 
reaaonable Englishman should object to 
such a solution, or be afraid of it, or even 
see anytbiag doobtfnl about it. paaaeaoiy 
understanding, and I am sure tbe time 
is not far distant when all ratioaal Eng- 
HahmtawMgyaapr Sp«ti»l 
atid the fearaaadihe donbto could have 
found existence in the minds of men who 
were thought worthy to conduct the 
statesmanship of a great empire. 

I answer, then, tbe question which I 
used aa tha tlUa «t tbia article by quot- 
ing one of the doalag linca of tbe aame 
poem: "Yea, Ireknd Inland shall be 
free"— the free and willing partner on 
fair and ^nal terms in a great imperial

TOO MUCH REFORM (?) 

The move of the City Council to 
cust Oen. John B. Castleman from 
member.ship and Prefiidency of the 
Board of Park Commisdonen, not 
on any charge of malfduanoc or mis- 
conduct, but on the tedinical 
charge of "usurpation" on the 
ground that he forfeited his mem- 
bership in the Park Board by ac- 
cepting a oommiaaiop in the volun- 
teer army of the United States in 
the Spanish- American war, is likely 
to fail of succeas, and will be re- 
garded aa evidence that the Coun- 
cil is prompted more by a deaira to 
oust Democrats to make room for 
their party oSice-seekers than by 
any aim for the public good or any 
sense of patriotism. Not only has 
this claim in other cases, urged by 
partisans of both political parties, 
been unsucceaafnl In Congreas, the 
United Sutes Senate, and met with 
general popular disapproval, but 
the courts have already dedded in 
Gen. Castleman'a caae that he dkl 
not forfdt the office of Park Com- 
missioner or President of the Board 
by accepting a commisdon in the 
United Sutes volunteer forcea, and 
that the candidate abninated by 
the Republicans and voted for last 
November to fill such alleged va- 
cancy was not entitted to take 
Oen. Castlemaa's plaoa 00 the 
board.

Two hundred acres of gorse and heather 
and seventy acres of fine plantation were 
lately destroyed by a fire which occurred 
on Mount Hiltry, the property of Ste- 
pben Oraban, of Clonecn. A claim has 
been made for |4,000, part valne.ef the 
property loat. The fire shed a on 
the town of Kaatnrk, five miles away. 

Most Rev. Dr. OalTney, Bishop of 
Meath, held hin first triennial visitation 
in Dunshanghlin, April 2<i. He was as- 
sisted by several priests in his examina- 
tion of the children.

Miss Maud Oonne lectured recently at 
the Assembly rooms in Cork under the 
auapicea of the Cwlc Young Ireland 
Society, and choae fo^ her anbject "Ire- 
land and thelriah in America." The 
Workingmen's Band was in sttendance 
and played excellent selections of tnusic. 
Miss Gonue drew a pathetic picture of 
the scenes associated with the emigration 
of the Irish people to America, driven 
out by the English Government to the 
land of freedom from which BngUah mle 
had been driven oat. Ddivwed from 
Bngliah influence, which was like a upaa 
tree over Ireland, delivered from the 
grinding tyruniiy which <le8troy8 the 
lives of our people at home, their natural 
gifta and abilities had full scope, and 
they roae to the higheat poaitiona in 
politica, in jonraaliam, in induatry. Cer- 
tainly of all the race* who made ap the 
American nation the Iriab were nnmeri- 
cally the strongest; after them came the 
Germans, and the Anglo-Saxon element, 
of which they heard so much, when 
Chamberlain and Lord Charles Beres- 
ford were trying hard to obtain an 
American alliance, were very far behind.
